IMMIGRATION, 

An item in the Winnipeg Free Press 
mentions that W. A. Webster, Dominion 
immigration agent, of Kingston, Ontario, 
has just made atrip through northwestern 
Dakota. While there public meetings were 
held in Ramsay, Nelson and Walsh counties 
to devise means to rélieve farmers in distress 
and carry them over to next year. In 
Walsh county four hundred familes will 
have to be assisted until next spring. 
Municipal taxes press heavily on the Dakota 
settlers who have had to strugyle ayainst 
successive years of poor crops, and many of 
them think of removing to Manitoba, It Mr. 
Webster was really an immigration agent ot 
the Canadian government and he was on 
immigration business when visiting Dakota, 
he was probably there with a view of induc 
ing Dakota settlers to come to Manitoba or 
the Northwest. With all due deference to 
Mr. Webster, to the department of agricul- 
ture in whose employ he was, and to the 
Canadian government itself, and giving credit 
toall three for the best intentions, it does seem 
peculiar that a gentleman whose residence 
is in Kingston, Ontario; who in ail vrobabilty 
has only the most transient acquaintance 
with Manitoba or the Northwest, should be 
selected to lay before the people of Dakota 
the advantages which Manitoba and the 
Northwest have over that region asa field 
for settlement. The question has been often 
asked recently: Why is the immigration 
policy of Canada a comparative failure? 
This instance supplies one contributing 
reason—Because men are employed without. 
due regard to their fitness for the special 
work in which they are engaged. No 
master what Mr. Webster's general knowledge 
or abilities may be the one fact that he does 
not himself reside in the region to which he 
invites others destroys to a very great extent 
the usefulness of anything he may say in its 
favor, no matter how well it may be said. 

It may be that Mr. Webster, immigration 
agent, was not in Dakota with a view to in- 
ducing people settled there to remove to 
Manitoba or the Northwest. It may be that 
he was only there to report“ on the con- 
dition of the country with a view of furnish. 
ing a part of the information gained by 
him for use as political ammunition at the 
approaching session of parliament—as he 
Was ona former occasion, If that is the 
case it isnot to be expected that. his visit 
will have any result in the way of increasing 
the population of Manitoba or the North- 
west froin Dakota. . 

Although it is quite possible that Mr. 
Webster did not visit Dakota as a sure 
enough immigration agent-—even though his 
salary and expenses came out of the imimi- 
gration funds—and although he would 
acarcely be a suitable man forthe’ work had 
he been sent todo it, the fact remains that 
there is a good opening for a valuable inmi- 
gration work to be done this season in the 
two Dakotas and probably in Nebraska and 
Kansas, in favor of the Canadian Northwest. 
The western parts of these four States lie io 
what is known as the Great American 
Desert, a highly elevated, treeless, almost 
waterless region of poor soil and variable 
climate, the breeding ground of the grass 
hopper and the potatoe bug, almost entirely 
unsuited for agricultural pursuits, The 
boundary of this desert is not definable. 
During a series of wet years it is far west 
and iu the succeeding dry years it isfar east,

It is possible that 
owing to national prejudice there is very 
little prospect of inducing any considerable 
immigration from among the native born 
citizens of the States resident there. But 
no such prejudice exists in the minds of 
their Canadian neighbors, from amongst 
whom there is very little doubt that if pro- 
per efforts were put forth many thousands 
could be induced to transfer their energies 
to the more fertile soil of this part of their 
native country, while it is quite possible that 
their example would be followed by a fair 
sprinkling of the better class of European 
settlers, of whom a very fair sized contingent 
—Icelanders from Dakota—has already lo- 
cated on the Red Deer between Edmonton 
and Calyary. Situated ina country where 
the very atmosphere, almost, is charged with 
opposition to and ma ignity against Canada 
there is very little likelihood in the ordinary 
course of events of their becoming properly 
informed as to the ease and certainly with 
which they could better their condition by 
removal to the Northwest. Almost the 
only way in which this information can be 
distributed so as todo good is by special 
ayents having a practical knowledge of the 
Canadian Northwest acquired by actual and 
continued residence. It was such ayents 
who induced the buik ofthis immigration 
from Canada to the States—backed by a 
pushing railway policy and satisfactory laud 
laws. If it was worth the while of the Unit-, 
ed States government or railway companies 
to take such trouble to secure the removal 
of these settiors from Canada it is surely as

—not as yet anyhow, and miners have been | 
in here for the last eight or nine years. | 
Where there is one man who has made $1,000 
ina year there are fifty who only made ex- 
penses. The Lewis river 300 miles from 
Juneau was the first where mining was 
done on the way tothe Yukon Then came 


was the best of all, untii Forty Mile Creck 
was found to bear coarse gold. The above 
rivers all gave only fine gold in the gravel 
bars while Forty Mile Creek gave good 
samples of coarse Cold. So the miners all 
rushed for the coarsé gold diggings, where a 
few men have mace from one to three thous- 
and dollars in a season, but the majority 
have only made expenses. There was a 
great stampede to Beaver Creck last spring, 
about 600 miles below Forty Mile Creek on 
the Yukon, but it turnen out to be nothing. 
Some of the miners got back here in the fall 
but the majority went out by St. Michael's 
near Behring straits, where they would have 
to take chances of getting out last fall by the 
United States revenue cutter which calls in 
there once a year. Thev get a free passage 
to San Francisco if they cannot pay for it, as 
the boat has orders to pick up anyone found 
in that latitude E ay to get out. It is 
generally believed that they would have to 
winter there as it would be late when they 
arrived. 

The Yukon is very hard to get into by 
way of Juneau and still it is far the easiest 
way. You buy your provisions in Juneau, 


Jhilcoot, about 125 miles. Then you have a 
big time with the Chilcoot Indians to get 
them to pack your provisions to the summit 
for $10 per hundred pounds. It is a great 
sicht to see them, Indian and squaw all in 
file climbing a great mountain of ice and 
snow almost perpendicular. It was as 
much as we could do to get up ourselves, 
without anything but along pole with a 
sharp point to help us, and then we had to 
rest a good many tines before We got to the 
top. We were most afraid to look down 
behind usafter we had gota few hundred 
feet up,as it would nearly make us light 
headed. From the summit down to lake 
Lindemann is not all down hill I'll assure 
you. You can get your packing done here 
by the Stick Indians for $6 per hundred, or 
you can sleigh it yourself if you are fond 
of very hard work. Everyone takes a sleigh 
with him from Juneau, as you have to use 
it onthe lake if you go in early. Ifyou 
chance in a good sleighing time you can 
takeseven to eight hundred pounds at one 


that. When it is not you have tomake three 
or four trips over each lake until you get as 
far as the ice will allow. Then you saw your 
lumber and build your boat. It is very nice 
going down stream in a boat at the rate of 
from four to six miles an hour until you 
strike the Canyon. Here you have to pack 
about a mile. You can run your boat 
through the Canyon or pull it over the 
portage. We ran ours through, as most of 
the miners do. You then load up and run 
about 14 miles tothe head of the White 
Horse upids, and then make another 
portage 1 of a mile. A great many haul 
their boats over, as it isa dangerous rapid, 
Two men were drowned there last summer, 
and twothe year before, Then there isa 
dangerous rapid celled che Five 
Fingers. Many a boat is upset here and 
their cargoes lost, but no lives. Wm 
Owilvie, D. L. S., says the river runs through 
the Canyon at the rate of over twelve miles 
an hour, and the fall from the head of the 
Canyon to the foot of the White Horse 
Rapids is over 30 feet, the distance being 
about three miles. 

The streams that are being mined are 
hard to get up, a8 they are very rapid. 
Forty Mile Creek ts the worst, 
has been very fine, the thermometer not 
going lower thar 50 below, and that only for 
four or five days during the whole winter, 
Two years ago they sa) it wasas low as 80 
below. The shortest day here is about five 
hours, and the longest 22, in fact you can 
dee all night. Ihave sat out doors reading 
early in Juty all night, until three o'clock ip

A member of the Manitoba goverument 
recently told the Sun that the educational 
system of the provinee would be administer- 
ed by the government which would be 
responsible to the people, so that if any 
changes were found desirable or if anything 
worked badly the government eould prompt- 
ly remedy theevils.
